Fall in trade for large retailers during Games 


Kingston’s big businesses lost be¬ 
tween £3.5m and £4m during last 
summer’s Olympic events and felt 
the few opportunities to boost trade 
were lost. 

An economic impact assessment 
report by Kingston University’s 
Centre for Economic Research and 
Intelligence and Go Kingston re¬ 
vealed how larger retailers had suf¬ 
fered a “significant loss” in August 
2012. 

It found although thousands 
flocked to the streets to watch and 
cheer on cyclists during the time 
trial and road races that saw 
Wiggo’s Corner shoot to national 
fame, people did not stay to spend 
money in Kingston. 

Bentall Centre director Bob 
Ritchie said: “The main focus of vis¬ 
itors to the town during that period 
was to watch the cycling events - 
one of the few non-ticket events last 
year. 

“Lots of people were in the town 
on the three days of the events but 
not many came to shop. Others 
stayed at home to watch the specta¬ 
cle on TV and many locals could see

the action from their doorstep. 
Catering outlets did well, others less 
so. 

“However, the television coverage 
showcased many of the town’s best 
attributes - the river, the historic 
and modern buildings sitting in har¬ 
mony and, from an aerial perspec¬ 
tive, the amount of greenery in or 
near the town centre. 

“This may have been responsible 
for the mini peak in visitors we ex¬ 
perienced towards the end of Au¬ 
gust.” 

Town centre retailers estimated a 
1 per cent loss in trade from 2011 
during this period but trade was still 
1 per cent higher than the national 
average. Hospitality businesses took 
the greatest amount of money. 

The study used 55 survey respons¬ 
es from businesses in the borough 
and also carried out eight inter¬ 
views with town centre businesses 
under condition of anonymity. 

Analysis found footfall and 
turnover during the events was 


down by up to 10 per cent for the ma¬ 
jority of businesses, with some re¬ 
porting a drop worse than 30 per 
cent. 

A significant number of business¬ 
es, particularly in New Malden, that 
had not even seen the Olympic torch 
come through, felt they were not in¬ 
volved in the Olympics at all. 

Businesses within the main routes 
of the races were given a small boost 
in trade but those off the track 
were not so lucky and 
reported the “worst day ever for 
their business”. 

In the report, one trader said: “I 
think people mistakenly assume 
that it will be brilliant for business¬ 
es, and that tourism would be amaz¬ 
ing; I think people just got their 
hopes up a bit too much. But it 
turned out to be a lot less profitable 
than everybody thought.” 

The study said the loss in trade felt 
by major retailers had been offset by 
gains for smaller businesses of up to 
£1.7m, spent by an estimated 50,000 
visitors on event days - but this fig¬ 
ure could not be verified. 

The report’s author Peter Garside 


said for Kingston to maintain its 
profile against the decline facing 
town centres “it cannot afford not to 
undertake and engage with these 
types of activities”. 

Councillor Simon James, 
Kingston Council’s lead member for 
sport and Olympic legacy, said: 
“Overall the Olympics were a fan¬ 
tastic success for Kingston. The 
council, businesses and the commu¬ 
nity responded positively to the 
challenge of hosting such large- 
scale events and managing huge 
crowds. There was a real feel-good 
factor. 

“We want to understand all the 
Olympics effects, positive and nega¬ 
tive, and the lessons from this re¬ 
search will influence our planning 
for big events in the future.” 

The study found the borough’s 
Olympic involvement to have posi¬ 
tive effects on residents such as an 
increase in membership at swim¬ 
ming baths at Kingfisher and 
Malden Centre.

Council ‘taking its time’ 
on information requests

Nearly a third of Kingston 
Council’s responses to Free¬ 
dom of Information (Fol) re¬ 
quests in an eight-month 
period were sent late. 

By law, public bodies have to 
respond to requests within 20 
working days. 

But more than 30 per cent of 
responses for which the coun¬ 
cil supplied data between last 
October and this July - 427 
out of 1,401 - came outside the 
legal limit. 

The transparency law was 
brought in by Tony Blair in 
2005 promising a revolution in 
public accountability, giving 
ordinary people the chance 
to have their questions 
answered. 

Councils and other public 
bodies have to answer ques¬ 
tions made under the 
Fol Act, unless there is a legal 
reason not to, and cannot 
ignore uncomfortable or

awkward questions. 

Increasingly often, public 
organisations are refusing to 
answer questions put to them 
and ask that the requests be 
made under the Fol Act, 
which buys them time to 
gather information. 

The Kingston Guardian re¬ 
quested information on re¬ 
quests made between July 
2011 and July this year, but 
was told the council’s “cus¬ 
tomer relationship manage¬ 
ment system” had only 
recorded those logged since 
October 27 last year. 

Conservative Councillor 
Lynne Finnerty said: “It 
seems a high percentage, but 
it depends how much work is 
involved. 

“I would like to see more 
money put into it. If we

Council admits contract error 


Kingston Council has admit¬ 
ted it does not know how a 
maintenance company was al¬ 
lowed to do thousands of 
pounds-worth of works with¬ 
out a council contract. 

The council said it had 
changed procedures since it 
was revealed the Teasdale 
Group, based in Tolworth, 
was paid thousands for work 
that should have gone to its 
former highways mainte¬ 
nance contractor RJ Dance. 

The error was highlighted 
in a Freedom of Information 
(Fol) request by Kingston res¬ 
ident Nick Goss, who

submitted a series of ques¬ 
tions on the council’s pay¬ 
ments to suppliers over £500. 

The council’s response 
showed it paid former out-of¬ 
hours contractor Teasdale 
more than £2m in five years, 
including jobs such as in¬ 
stalling road signs and rail¬ 
ings. Mr Goss said those jobs 
should have gone to RJ Dance 
- and the council has now 
agreed. 

In its response to Mr Goss, 
Kingston Council said: “What 


we have found in some in¬ 
stances falls far short of the 
robust approach towards pro¬ 
curement taken by Kingston 
Council today and the re¬ 
quirements of its contract 
standing orders. 

“Although there is no sug¬ 
gestion of anything improper, 
I can confirm that the mem¬ 
bers of staff who were manag¬ 
ing this area at the time of the 
previous poor practice are no 
longer with us.” 

Both Teasdale and RJ Dance 
no longer hold contracts with 
Kingston Council, after Enter¬ 
prise Mouchel won the 


London Highways Alliance 
Contract (LoHAC) for the 
south London region, which 
started in April. 

A spokesman for Teasdale 
said the company was asked 
to carry out the works by 
Kingston Council after offer¬ 
ing the cheapest quote. 

Mr Goss, who submitted his 
first request back in January, 
said: “The works undertaken 
by this contractor do not ap¬ 
pear to be specialist, only sim¬ 
ple works, and should have 
gone to the council’s highway 
maintenance contractor. 

“When asked why the works 


had gone to an outside con¬ 
tractor that at the time had no 
contract in place with the 
council, the council said it 
was unable to advise why this 
is the case. 

“I question if other procure¬ 
ment practices are being fol¬ 
lowed by the council in other 
departments and contracts. 

“I hope this isn’t the case.” 

Kingston Council has previ¬ 
ously apologised to both Teas¬ 
dale and Mr Goss after 
claiming to have paid the con¬ 
tractor £4m over five years, 
officers having mistakenly 
duplicated payments.

A man has pleaded guilty to 
farming cannabis in Tol- 
worth following a raid. 

Tuan Nguyen, 22, was ar¬ 
rested last week when police 
raided a house in Hook Rise 
South.

The owner of a car parked 
in the driveway, displaying 
a driving school website, 
could not be reached for 
comment. 

Nguyen pleaded guilty at 
Lavender Hill Magistrates’ 
Court on Saturday, July 27. 

He will be sentenced at 
Kingston Crown Court on 
Friday, August 23.

A Syrian father and business¬ 
man is still hopeful about visit¬ 
ing his homeland once more, 
despite fearing he may be on 
an assassination list. 

Electrical engineer Mo¬ 
hammed Kassem, 58, of 
Cranes Park, Surbiton, used to 
visit Syria up to three times a 
year to take care of his climate 
monitoring and water treat¬ 
ment business before the civil 
war began. 

Last year the father-of-four 
faced a nervous showdown 
with border officials when he 
attempted to enter the country 
from Jordan. 

Mr Kassem, who has been in 
England for more than 15 
years, said: “The officer was 
very scared my name would be 
on the list. 

“I could tell from his eyes I 
should not go to Damascus.” 

He was forced to head back to 
Surbiton and not see his moth¬ 
er, five sisters and three broth¬ 
ers stuck in Syria. 


He said: “We had a good busi¬ 
ness with long standing cus¬ 
tomers, but then the bombs 
started and the businesses 
collapsed. 

“My mother was saying 
‘please don’t come’. 

“In the beginning you could 
not leave the TV - you wanted 
to know everything that was

going on in Syria. 

“I still hope I can go back one 
day if the crisis ends. It needs 
more time. 

“Our country was very nice, 
it had nice weather. It was very 
safe, you could walk alone at 
night, but what is happening is 
terrible. 

“We are very saddened and 


the people are suffering.” 

Without any income Mr 
Kassem has been unable to 
send money back home to his 
family and has also been 
forced to claim benefits for the 
first time since he came to this 
country in 1996. 

He said: “It is really painful. 

“I feel worried for my mother 
- she is very scared and suffer¬ 
ing a lot. 

“My niece has lost her home. 
My brother has lost his home. 
It is still possible to speak to 
them, but of course we cannot 
say much over the phone be¬ 
cause it can be terrible for 
them - so we just say ‘Are you 
OK’?” 

Mr Kassem is now hoping to 
open up a coffee shop with 
some of his savings. 

Rashid Laher, from Kingston 
Mosque, said: “In Kingston I 
know at least a dozen Syrian 
famihes and others come from 
all over to the mosque. The 
conflict is a silent pain we have, 
but we have regular collections 
and people give generously so 
the people are not forgotten.”

One-way system shut 
after lm-high flood 



Pump it out: Working to get rid of the water

Drivers had to be rescued from 
floodwaters which caused gridlock 
in Kingston town centre last week. 

At about 12.05am on Monday, 
July 29, two cars had to be towed 
out of lm-high water in the Kings- 
gate Road. 

Commuters were faced with long 
queues around the one-way sys¬ 
tem in the morning rush hour and 
again in the evening. 

The one-way system was not 
fully re-opened until Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Traffic was so bad, roadworks in 
Penrhyn Road and Tolworth 
Broadway were suspended until it 
cleared. 

An investigation by Thames 
Water found the flooding, which 
began on Saturday night, was 
caused by high water in the River 
Thames flowing back through 
sewers. 

High tides combined with heavy 
rain over the weekend meant sur¬ 
face water did not drain away. 

Dr Richard Reed, a resident of 
Seven Kings Way, said: “This has 


happened before. 

“There seems to be no contin¬ 
gency plan.” 

One driver, who did not wish to 
be named, said he was stuck in 
queues on Kingston Bridge on Sat¬ 
urday night due to flooding. 

He said: “Why didn’t they sort it 
out on Sunday rather than have 
the chaos on Monday?” 

The Environment Agency, which 
has responsibility for the river, 
has been called in to work with the 
council and Thames Water to pre¬ 
vent similar flooding happening 
again. 

Thames Water workers were on 
standby on Tuesday in case rain 
caused yet further flooding. 

Commuters took to Twitter to 


vent their frustration. 

Premier League footballer Luke 
Shaw said: “Yep love Kingston 
traffic”. 

@MissPJhalla tweeted: “Pa¬ 
tience is being tested today around 
the twickenham, teddington and 
Kingston area...AVOID!” 

@ee_stu said: “Traffic chaos - 
CHAOS I TELL YOU!!! - in 
Kingston town centre.” 

And @billyjatkins said: “Anoth¬ 
er reason to hate London. Half an 
hour late to work because the 
Thames decides to flood 
Kingston.” 

The flooding was unrelated to a 
giant mass of fat and wet wipes 
discovered under London Road, 
Thames Water said. 


‘Never seen a lump of lard this big’ 


Enough fat to fill a double-deck¬ 
er bus has been discovered clog¬ 
ging up a Kingston sewage pipe. 

The 15-tonne blockage, com¬ 
posed of fat and wet wipes 
flushed away from homes and 
businesses, was found under 
London Road by Thames Water 
investigators earlier this 
month. 

Gordon Hailwood, waste con¬ 
tracts supervisor for Thames 
Water, said: “We’ve never seen a 


single, congealed lump of lard 
this big clogging our sewers 
before.” 

Investigators were sent in 
after residents complained of 
trouble flushing their toilets. 

The blockage, dubbed a “fat- 
berg” by investigators, has now 
been cleared. 

Repair works will disrupt 
traffic for six weeks, with two 
westbound lanes in London 
Road closed.

“Oceana was a successful 
brand for 11 years, but fash¬ 
ions and trends evolve and we 
are delighted to be part of the 
new Pryzm roll-out that re¬ 
flects the characteristics of 
the new design. 

“Now we have a reduced 
capacity, we want to focus 
much more on delivering a 


higher quality experience for 
a more mature customer and 
Pryzm will offer that. 

“It is about quality not 
quantity and we are confident 
the new-look Pryzm will de¬ 
liver a great experience for 
clubbers.” 

Mr Corry said Pryzm would

Editor’s response 


Paper’s articles on Islam 
and travellers were racist 


We are appalled by a number 
of articles on the Kingston 
Guardian website which pan¬ 
der to racist attitudes or are 
openly racist. 

Anti-traveller racism 

About a dozen articles have 
appeared on your website 
over the past year, which doc¬ 
ument the movements of 
travellers. 

No other community would 
warrant press coverage when 
they move from one area to 
another. This surveillance of 
travellers and publication of 
their movement only serves 
to pander to racist attitudes 
against travellers. 

This is shown clearly by 
some of the online comments 
made by readers of these 
articles. 

One commenter said: “[The 
travellers] are arrogantly 
disrespectful and they need 
to keep ‘travelling’ - off a 
pier.” 

Another gloats: “Once we 
leave Europe life’s gonna get 
pretty hard for them and it 
won’t be a moment too soon.” 

We call on you to end this 


harassment of travellers. 

It is of no interest to 
anyone, apart from those 
who wish to whip up hatred, 
for you to publish the 
current addresses of trav¬ 
eller families. 

The furore which this dog- 
whistle reportage can cause 
has the possibility of putting 
these vulnerable families at 
further risk. 

Islamophobia 

We are also absolutely out¬ 
raged by a recent online arti¬ 
cle [a comment piece written 
by columnist “The Secret 
Curmudgeon” in the 
Kingston Guardian’s sister 
paper the Surrey Comet] 
written after the Woolwich 
murder, which was clearly Is- 
lamophobic (Muslims: Get 
your house in order). 

The article lays the blame 
for the murder on the Muslim 
community as a whole. 

A section reads: “Mosques 
need to do more to root out 
extremists and those spout¬ 
ing extremist views.” 

When racist EDL thugs at¬ 
tacked Kingston Mosque in 


2010, your newspaper did not 
call for white people to root 
out the extremists in the local 
area. 

It did not blame all white 
people for the actions of a 
tiny minority. Do you think 
all white people are responsi¬ 
ble for the series of attempt¬ 
ed bomb and arson attacks on 
mosques we’ve seen over the 
past few months? 

It is unacceptable to impose 
the responsibility for an indi¬ 
vidual act on a whole section 
of the population. It re-en¬ 
forces Islamophobic racism 
and panders to the views of 
the far right. We call for a full 
apology.

While there will be no apolo¬ 
gy from this newspaper, I be¬ 
lieve it is important that all 
sides of any debate have the 
right to put their point for¬ 
ward, which is apparently 
what the letter writer and sig¬ 
natories are trying to prevent. 

We do not track travellers as 
they move about boroughs, 
we receive phone calls from 
people whose lives are gen¬ 
uinely blighted by small sec¬ 
tions of this community who 
are trespassing with little re¬ 
gard for communities around 
them. 

This newspaper group cov¬ 
ers a number of areas across 
London, where there are nu¬ 
merous permanent traveller 
sites, and you will scarcely 
read about them in the paper, 
if at all, because we receive no 
complaints about them. It is 
our job to report people’s con¬ 
cerns about what is happen¬ 
ing in their areas - this is one 
of them, and we will continue 
to report them. 

In terms of Islamophobia 
and racism in this paper or on 
our websites, I reject this 
claim entirely. When racist 
EDL thugs attacked Kingston 
Mosque this newspaper was 
there, standing side by side 
with all the right-thinking 
members of the community 
who were correctly appalled 
by the attack, and I would 
draw readers’ attention to the 


coverage we gave at that time. 

Indeed, this newspaper was 
invited to Portcullis House 
by members of Kingston 
Mosque to hear about com¬ 
munity cohesion and the im¬ 
portance of working together 
and standing united against 
this terrible kind of attack. 

This does not mean we have 
learned every lesson in the 
fight against terrorism, or in¬ 
deed racism, from all sides of 
the political spectrum, and 
this includes the Muslim 
community, the white com¬ 
munity, the Tamil communi¬ 
ty and all others. 

Not all newspapers engaged 
in the practices that led to the 
Leveson inquiry, but that 
does not mean the wider 
newspaper industry should 
bury its head in the sand 
about what was going on, and 
pretend everything was OK. 
To do so would have been an 
insult to the victims of those 
crimes. 

The Muslim community 
was not to blame for the at¬ 
tack in Woolwich, but is it re¬ 
ally beyond the pale to ask for 
some introspection, when it 
appeared the alleged attack¬ 
ers were doing it in the name 
of Islam? I welcome any 
thoughts or correspondence 
on this matter.

She likes to grow 


unusual vegetables that su¬ 
permarkets do not stock 
such as dahlia yams and 
tomatillos, which are a sta¬ 
ple of Mexican cuisine. 

She says: “I have a wild- 
flower mat that is attracting 
a lot of butterflies and bees 
at the moment.” 

The first task for a novice 
allotment holder is to clear 
away the weeds. A rotavator 
will chop up persistent 
weeds such as bindweed. 

The amount of sunshine, 
wind direction and type of 
soil will determine what 
plants will grow best 
and the 


allotment old guard will 
probably be happy to offer 
tips. 

Remember to beware of 
scavengers in both animal 
and human form. 

Barnett Wood Lane Allot¬ 
ment holders say they have 
to guard their crops from 
badgers, which apparently 
like sweetcorn, and deer, 
which tend to go for let¬ 
tuce and runner beans. 

The National Allot¬ 
ment Society 
says an 


allotment is traditionally 
measured in rods, an old 
measurement dating back to 
Anglo-Saxon times. 

The society says 10 rods is 
the accepted allotment size, 
which is the equivalent of 
250 sq m or the approximate 
size of a doubles tennis 
court.

New kitchens still top our 
wish list of improvements 


Upgrading kitchens still 
dominates the list of the most 
popular improvement you can 
make to a home. 

The latest research shows the 
hub of the home was our number 
one focus during the past three 
years and also tops the list for 
planned improvements. 

The research, commissioned by 
financial services comparison 
website Gocompare.com, found

homeowners who are making 
improvements they should re¬ 
assess the value of what is 


insured and inform their 
insurance company. 

“Undertaking a home 
renovation or extension not only 
helps to improve or increase 
your living space, but can add to 
the value of your property and 
your fixtures and fittings. 

“For example, new kitchen 
cabinets and worktops are 
usually installed around a new 
cooker and other domestic 
appliances - increasing both the 
value of the property’s 
rebuilding costs and household 
contents. 

“So, whether you are planning 
an extension, installing a new 
kitchen or other major 
renovation, you should consult 
your home insurer before you 
start work so that you can review 
your sum insured. 

“If you are employing 
tradesmen to undertake the 
work for you, check that they are 
qualified to carry out the work 
and registered with a recognised 
governing body. Most home 
insurance policies do not cover 
tradesmen or their work, so you 


should also check that they have 
their own insurance in place.” 

And he warns that moving out 
of your home while 
improvements are made might 
actually invalidate your 
insurance.

“Most household insurance 
policies stipulate that if you 
leave your home unoccupied for 
a period of time, typically 
exceeding 30 or 60 days, then 
your property will not be covered 
for certain events including 
theft, malicious damage and 
escape of water. 

“There is no standard 
definition of ‘occupied’ and the 
time period on some policies is as 
short as 14 days, so if you plan to 
move out during refurbishment 
works, then it is essential that 
you talk to your insurer to make 
sure you understand the 
implications.”

Parking fees are 'a nice little 
earner' for councils, according to 
figures analysed by the RAC 
Foundation. 

In 2011-12, English councils 
had a total current account 
surplus of £565 million from 
their on and off street parking 
operations. 

This figure is a £54 million 
increase on the £511 million 
surplus seen in 2010-11. 

Even where huge 'profits’ are 
absent, the picture is still largely 
one of surplus rather than 
deficit with just 52 (14 per cent) 
of the 359 councils reporting 
negative numbers. 

And even after capital charges 
are taken into account, the 
combined surplus in 2011-12 
was still £412 million. 

The data comes from the 


annual returns that councils 
make to the Department for 
Communities and Local 
Government. 

Professor Stephen Glaister, 
director of the RAC Foundation, 
said: "For many local authorities, 
parking charges are a nice little 
earner, especially in the capital. 

"The bottom line is that 
hundreds of millions of pounds 
are being contributed annually 
to council coffers through 
parking charges and the drivers 
who are paying them have a 
reasonable expectation to see 
the cash spent on improving the 
roads. In fact it is enshrined in 
law that profits gained from on 
street charges and penalties 
must be ploughed back into a 
very limited number of things 
including maintaining roads."
